The U.S x Suprème Court wilt 
soon renaw its debaie on the 
death penalty uthich, in a Umited 
ruling, it dectared un-Constitu- 
tional in 1972. In the anatysis 
bclow, New York Times editor 
and columnist Tom Wicker calK 
for the abötition of the death 
penalty, describing it as a pitnish- 
ment which is "crueL unciuilized 
and unworthy of a generöus 
peopte. h ’ 

The Suprème Court is about te 
take up the question of Lhe death' 
penalty agaïn, since it failed to 
settle the matter with its 1972 
luliiig (in the so-called Furman, 
casel thatropital punishmem was 
too arbitrariiy and capriciously 
imposed to be Constitutional 

The iimited ruling caused 31 
States to move—-either through 
legisi&tion or state court rulings 
— to circumvent the Furman 
decislon and retain capita! pun- 
ishment. The rcsuJi of these state 
actions is that there are nnvv 207 
poraons under sentence of death 
in 19 statfis, 

Gbviously, if the Suprème 
Court intends to prohibïL the 
death penalty, which is nut 
altogether clear. it vvill have to go 
beyönd the Furman ruling, per- 
haps to fmd the death penalty 
“cruel and unusual punish- 
rnent/' which is barred by the 
Eighth Amendment. 

The Californïa Suprème Court, 
ïn ruling capital punbhment in 
vLolatlon of that ütate’s constitu- 
tion, rather convincingly demon- 
strated that the death penalty is 
‘'unusual.” The court puinted out 
that W'hile public hangings had 
once been familiar sighls in 
Californïa, e^ccutions had by 
1972 become rare indeed~two 
since 1963, none sïnce 1967. with 
80 per cent of all those eligible for 
the death penalty heing genten¬ 
eed to lift imprisonment instead- 
ln the wholo nat ion, the number 
of executions has dropped stcad- 
ily-from 199 in 1935 to 56 in 
1960 to twü in 1967 and neme 
aince.

Ponther Party Survival Programs. 

Despite overwhelming tröng.e- 
gation and comrminity support, 
the governing council of the 
Catholic Ncwman Club's St. 
Arm s Catholic Church, voted to 
discontinue minister Cherry + s 
connecüon with St. Arr/z, riaim- 
mg thal she hnd difficuliy work- 
ing with other mombers of the 
staff. 

Minister Cherry has insisted, 
and the evidente ïsoverwhehning, 
(hal the nctiem was taken as a 
rcsult of the pressure of a few 
powerfjl, racist Stanford Uni- 
versity and Palo Alto business 
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interesls thal viewed her work 
and her association as a Üireat to 
their interest and that we re 
determined to end the grnwing 
influencc and participation of 
Chicano and Black porishioners in 
St. Ann's resulting froin Lhe 
important work c ar ried nnl hy 
minister Miriam Cherry, 

Informants at Stanford Unsvci - 
sïty told THE BLACK FANTHER 
last week that Miriam Cherry’s 
organizing help anti long time 
Support for the United Stanford 
Employees Union s atiempts to 
win rccognüed status at Stanford 
w r ith the Service Employees In¬ 
ternational Union, ïs a major 
reason for the action Laken 
against her at thistime. 

On April l(h Stanford Hos- 
pilal employees are scheduled to 
vnte for the United Stanford 
Employees Union as the bargain- 
ing agent for the employees. 
Among the hospital employees 
are many Black and Chicano 
employees who favor the union. 

Miriam Cherry is well known. 
partidilariy te the* Black and 
Chicano employees, for her work 
at strike headquarters du ring the 
Stanford workers' th ree-week 
strike in May of lasl year. Miriam 
Cherry acted as negotiator foi a 
Black worker. Sam Bndges. who 
was fired hy Stanforel Hüspital 
in April* 1971. as a rcsult of a 
sit-in and confrontaLion rn Lhe 
administrative wing of the hospi- 
tal over Lhe racist policy nf the 
adminifttration. 

Miriam Cherry is aUo known to 
the hospïtel workers as Lhe 
woman who for the past three 
vears has weekly sold issues of

Center. Miriam Cherry aJsü sub- 
stitued as an area organizer for 
the United Stanford Employees 
union in yhe summer mnnths of 
1974, rCploctng Sister Bev Tilgh- 
man, o Black mother who was on 
maternitv leave.

APRIL 5, 1856 


Bööker T, Washington, the 
most influential Black leader in 
the late I800s and eorly 190Ös, 
Lhe founder of Tuskegee Insti- 
Luit 1 . and who later' in Üfe 
clashed with W.E.B. Du Boiü 
over his |Washington's| phllo. 
sophy of accept!ng the tndigri- 
ties nf racial segfegation ( was 
born a slave in Frank!in CounLy, 
Virginia. un April 5, 1856. 


APRIL , 1867

MARCH 30,1870 

Prodaiming that, "Th&rights 
of Lhe citizens of lhe United 
Stilles Lo vote shall nol be denied 
or abridged by the United States 
or by any State nn account of 
race, co]nr, or previous co n dit ion 
of servitude," a right which hös 
never been fuIJy impfemenLed, 
Lhe Fiftoenih Amendmonl lo the 
U.S. ConsLÏLutitm vjux fnrmHlly 
adopted on March 30.

MARCH 31, 1930 

A routine check on the 
politic al background of Judge 
John H. Parker, uomin&ted on 
March 31. 1930, hy President 
Herben Hoover to fill a vacancy 
on the U.S. Supreme CourL, 
reveated thal Parker had oppos- 
ed giving Black people the right 
to vote, The NAACP asked 
Hoever Lu withdraw the nominfl' 
Liun; Hoover reftised. In re¬ 
sponse, Lhe NAACP, flexing 3 
new-found politicaI douL, organ- 
i?.ed a nntionwide campaign 
against the appointment of 
Judge Parker, On April 'l 1. the 
U,S, Senalé, feeling the hcEil of 
politieel pressure, refused t£> 
confirm the racist judge. 

APRIL 1, 1935 



After two previous convictions 
by uil White juries in their cause 
eelebre trials for the alleged 
rapé of a White woman on a 
rreighl train, Lhe case of Lhe 
"Scottsboró Boys' was t&ken to 
lhe Snpreme Court. Oü April 1, 
1935, lhe Iwo previous convic- 
lions were reversed. The high 
court stated that a fair trial was 
denïed the defendants because 
Blacks wore excludod from lhe 
jury.

(Washington. D.C.) - The 

200,000-member National Asso- 
ciation of Letter Carriers (our 
post men and postwomonl post- 
poned its threatened n at t onal 
strike last week when it became 
ap pare ut that the U.S. Postal 
Senice (USPS) has delayed put¬ 
ting into effect a dehumanizing, 
slave driving, computerized Sys¬ 
tem known as the "Kokomo 
Plan," 

örigimjlly slaLed to be put into 
opera tion throughout the country 
in March, the USPS lel the 
scheduled date go by and is nqw 
expected to be holding uff 
implementation of the widely 
Opposed plan until after the July 
ne go Li at i ons with the NALC for a 
new contract. 

The "Kokomo Plan/* offictally 
known as the Letter Carrier Route 
Evaluation System (LCRES), rep- 
resenls the aim of the USPS to 
cOmputerize the adjustment of a 
letter carrier s route. It is alieged 
hy the. USPS to be a metbod to 
increase productivity, meaning 
fewer carrier® doing more work, 

The Dia blo Carrier, organ of 
Lhe Concord, California, Local 
4241 of the National AasociaUon 
of Letter Carrier®, rcporls that 


the USPS intends to elnninate 
anywhore irom 10,000 to 20,000 
letter carrier route assignmenls 
throughout the country. This 
mcans putting thou®ondi9 more 
into the unemplüymenl ranks of 
the country. 

The original lesting ground for 
this program w r as at So. Kokomo 
Station. Kokomo, Jndiano: thus 
the name "Kokomo Plan." Tt ïs a 
tostin g program that utilizOs 
sophisticated and highly technical 
evaluating cqu^pment compu- 
‘ors. 

Ronald Zwohoda. shop steward 
from Wake field Station, Bronx, 
New York, and Leo Radolato. 
another carrier Trom New York, 
spent a week in Kokomo investi- 
gating LCRES. interviewing car¬ 
riers from the Kokomo station, 
attending meetings and going out 
on routes. The following informa- 
tion is a summation of their 
findings. 

In March, 1974, Lime-motian 
engineers, called monitors, pro- 
vided by Lhe Lester B. Knighl 
firm of Chicago, Illinois, nirivad 
in Kokonxo plong with Postal 
Service management officials 
from Washington, D.C., to study 
the carriers every movement.

The carriers were also meas- 
ured on the stront. First eamc the 
carrier delivering the mail, Next 
came a time motion enginoer with 
a pedometer (a device usod to 
me asure the distan re a person 
wftlks). Next another engineer 
using another device called a 
range finrier whïch is similar to 
the instrument a surveyOr U3&S, 
niSTAMCE 

The distante a carrier must 
walk into a house trom a sidewalk 
and bnek is sighted as well as Lhe 
length of each bloch, then recura- 
ed, Every carrier accomp&nied in 
the Street measurement was 
asked to w r alk on the side of the 
walk way clososL to the homes, 
and not in the middle of the 
sidewalk. 

Every pathway waa measured, 
every stop on a stoop was 
counted; every doon screen door 
and gate that evory carrier had to 
open was counted. The entire 
station was completely measured. 
The carriers had to count their 
mail before casing, count after 
pullïng down and ^ount and 
record every picce of mail for 
cach block on their route. 

Thcn all the Information was 
sent to Chicago to be computer- 
ized, with the routes being 
adjusted on the basis of the 
computerization. When the com¬ 
puter ized ïnformation was sent 
back to Kokomo, out of the 25 
already long routes, three were 
eliminated, Twenty-two carriers 
had up to 124 stops added to thoïr 
routes. 

Carriers around tho country 
strongly oppose the Kokomo 
Plan, poinling out that an essen- 
lial element in tho mail carriêr's 
job is lhe human contact with the 
palrun that a computer cannot 
me as ure, They resent being 
made into or treated like ma¬ 
chines and see the plan as 
dehumanizing an institution char- 
acterized by Lhe interpersonal 
relationship between the carrier 
and the public.

County Prosecutor's office here 
has nonounced it will nol prose- 
cute White police officer Allen 
Earlywine despite an inquesi 
jury's deebion reteased on March 
27, 1975, that Earlywine was not 
jusLitied when he shot and killed 
Brother Jnseph L, HeherL T Jr. on 
February 15, 1975, in the Central 
Disti’iet of Seattie. 

Pro$ecutOr Christopher Rsiley 
.gnored the actiou of the six- 
persnni inqueat jury, mehiding 
two Black peraons, in finding iit a 
vote of 5 to 1 that lhe küling was 
unjustified. The jury also voted I 
to 2 that Earlywine was not 
jusLified in shooting Brother 
l ïehert. Howover, the jury voted 
4 to 2 that Earlywine dïd Lhink his 
life was in danger, 

On Lhe basis of this last vote, 
Prosecutor Bailey aaid he wil] not 
prosecute beenuse Lhe jury found 
thal Fj^rlywine feared fnr his life. 


The assu mption being f therefore, 
that the killer does not warrant 
prosecuünn. 

The jury. which deliberated for 
three hourü, had heard two dnys 
of lestiinony in connectïon with 
Lhe shooting. Earlywine and hts 
partner, office r James Dy ment, 
had stopped Brother Hchert 
becausc they r had allegedly rc- 
ccived a radio message of n 
rnbhnry hy ftve Black men . 

CLAIM 

Earlywine daimed that Brother 
Heberl rail, theo stupped, lurnril 
and crouched. Earlywine ckiiuitHi 
he thought thai ïleberL had a gun 
in his hand and therefore shot and 
killed the young brother 

However, despite earher 
claims by Lhe police miLnpsy 
officials that Brother Hebert w;is 
shot in the forehead, üpeedy 
action by lhe Sealtle Chupter of 
the Black Panther Party, rosulted 
in secLiring a copy of the nutnpsy 
report, The autopsy ropurt 
shmvetl that HeberL, was irt j;n t.

tBuUulo, N.Y.) - Prusccuthm 
witnesses against Attics Brothers 
DacajeweLuh (John Hill) and 
Chftrley Joe PemrisiBce have 
rpvealed that Lheir testimony was 
inft&mced by state officials 
through thrcnts and rewards and 
that ihey were cncouraged lo 
change their tesiimüny before th.

in^. 

At the sarne time. the trial 
judge has blockod teslimony 
concerning the roles of state 
officials in the 1971 prison 
uprising which caused the deuths 
of guard Wiiliam Quinn and 42 
other people, 

Quinn allegedly dicd of mjuries 
received du ring the first moments 
of the Attica uprising when 
prison ers overpowered gimrds 
and Look control of the prison* 
The sLale is now trying lo hold 
Charley Joe and Dncajewdah 
responsible for Quinn's dealh. 

The defense has argued that 
the two young Native American.? 
are bemg made scapegöats for 

the Attica uprising and that the 
case ia a frame up designed to 
shift the blame for Attica away 
from responsihle government 
officials. 

* 'These two men had nothing to 
do v -'i.h the death of WiJliam 
Qtiinn." One of the defènsc 
attorneys told the jury in an 
open mg statement. ‘They re* 
present the state's deeision to try 
to explain away the tragedy of 
Attica with the bodïes of two 
yoiing men.'' 

The defensé has been pre- 
vénted from introducing ftny 
evidcncc about events at Attica 
befnre or af ter (Juinn was alle- 
gedly assauked. The jurors r 
many of whom said when they 
were üelecied that they knew 
liale or nothing about the Attica 
uprising, have thu$ been permii- 
ted to hear -ractically nnthing in 
the courtr om thal wou ld uxplain

place* No Statements have been 
admitted concerniiig the 31 de- 
mands raised by the prisoners 
du ring lbo rflbellion. 

The judge has blocked all 
refetences to the masaacre of 
September 13, 1071, and the 
bruist reprtsaia againuL the sur- 
vivors, incEuding Dacajeweiah 
and Charley Joe. He has rilled out 
evidente about the appnrontly 
defiheratu exuemitms during Lhe 
maas acre of many of Lhe priso¬ 
ners whn tvere present when lhe 
uard (^uinn was ailegedly in- 
ured. and who were quite 
.ïossibly singled out ut thal time 
op thnsr respnnsiblc for Quinn s 
death. 

The judge has stopped all 
questions about former Govornor 
Rocköfellor s persona 1 appoïnt- 
ment of special judges ond 
pmsecutors to handle the Attica

Any conclusion ur 
particular action Lhat we think is 
rovolution ts really re act ion, for 
re volui ion is a developmenud 
procéss. It Ims a forward thrust 
which goes Jiigher and high er as 
man becomes freer and freer As 
man becomes freer he knows 
more about the universe, he 
tends to control more and he 
iherefore gains more controt over 
himself. Thai is what freedom is 
uil about. 

A NEW THING 

J want now tn talk about the 
mistakes that were made. 1 hate 
to call them mistak es because 
mfiybc they were necessary tu 
brïng about change in the Party, 
the needed transformation.

1 Lusaka, Zambia) - The murder 
of Herbert Chitepo, dmirman of 
the Supreme Council of the 
Zimbabwe African National 
Union [ZANtJJ 11 is part of the 
imperialist schemes to aystem- 
atlcally eliminale the ZANU 
leadership that has spearhended 
the armed struggle in Zimbab¬ 
we,” according to & statement 
issued by the office of ZANU 
here, as reported by Hsinfwa . 

Herbert Chitepo was killed 
instantly on March ld when his 
cnr was hlown up by a land mine 
buried in the driveway of his 
home. Also killed was an associ- 
ate and a two-year-old child. A 
third assoeïale was injured 
seriousty by the blaat. 

The explosion shatlered Win¬ 
dows in Mr, CHitcpo’s house and 
three ether house?. The tap of the 
car was blown onlo the roof of 
his home. -Tbr child was playing 
mitside his home next door and 
was hit by pieces from the car. 

The ZANU statement says; 

‘ Chitepo’s trngie death was the 
worlk of Rhodesian settler spies, 
imperialists and ene mies of tho 
Zimbabwe revolution.' * ll points 
out: 'The enemy wants to put 
ZANU mtosubmissiën” and cites 
the fact that ZANU president 
Rev, Ndabaningi Sithole was 
arresLed 'because of his firm and 
resolute stand on the questkm of 
emmediate majortty rule in 
Zimbabwe.” 

Chitepo hos been aubjected tn 
The most naked and wanton 
smear campaign by the impe¬ 
rialist press in recent months,” 
the statement continues, "for hb 
firm and resolute stand on the 
question of ïmmediale majority 
rule in Zimbabwe on the basis of 
one man, one vote/' 


The statement expresses the 
conviction that the imperialist 
tactics of murder will nol work, 
lt says: '"ïn Mozambique, the 
imperia lists killed E du arde 
Mondlane, president of the 
Mozambique Liberation Frout, 
and the people of Mozambique 
gol their independente. In 1973, 
the imperialïsts murdered 
Amilcar CEibral. president of the 
African Party for Independente in 
Gihnea and Cape Verde, and 
Guinea-Bissau got independente. 

'‘Today, the imperiaEsts 
extended thoir murder campaign 
to Zimbabwe by hruiaïly killing 
Chitepo, And Zimbabwe shall bo 
free and independent.” 

Herbert Chitepo was ei lawyer 
and o consistent opponent of 
cnmpromise with the racist göv- 
ernment of Rhodesia. After 
obtaining a B.A. degree from 
Fort Hare Universïty College in 
South Afriea, Chitepo went to 
England where he became a 
research as yi sta rut at the School of 
Oriental and African Studies in 
bondon in 1949. 

Chitepo was the firsl RIack 
from Rhodesia to attain a law 
degree. 


Chitepo had. the day befnre his 
tragic death. been arnong the 
nationalist leaders who met 
Bishop Muzorewa, leader of the 
African National Council jANCl, 
when hé arrived in Zambia. He 
also iimong those who took part in 
the Lcdks with President Kaunda 
recently and was to atiend the 
second round of talks on 
question s concerninK moves 
Loward majority mie in ithüdesia.

WITHOUT A MOVEMENT 


In the EUrly I960s, the "Estab¬ 
lishment’' said thal the perccp- 
tive und wiUy nighLchtb perform¬ 
ances of a young Jewish sland-up 
conicdion named Lenny Rrure 
we re "wit hom any re deern in g 
soctal vüIuo" and Iherefore, 
"obscene." Lenny Bruce, it 
seemsp had u talented ability to 
combine sJightly jaded sex jokes 
nnd n mild politica! critiqüO of 
society in a unjque blend. It 
didn'l rcally matter how gnod he 
aetually was, just thal he did it. 
and was good cnough lo attract 
some attent ion among the young, 

ln response, the "powers thal 
be" arrested Letmy Bruce for 
spicing up hts act with words like 
‘Tuek" and "cocksuckerL' and 
withui five years harassed and 
buste d Lenny Bruce out of 
existence aJlogether. When Len¬ 
ny'Bruce OD'd on heroin while 
gilling oakücl on u toilet setit in h|H 
motel room in I96f\ at age 40. the 
"Establishment, ' tlie 'powers 
thnt be‘‘ wan th«dr victory. They 
had bustéd Lenny for keeps. 

Il is the story uJ the life óf 
Lenny Bruce — now a colt hero 
for the generation of White 
Americans in their 20s and carly 
3Us — and that life '3 movement 
tow r ard au al most fateii doom, 
which is the subject of the very 
Fine and sympathetic movie 
named Lenny. 

Lenny is a good movie, a 
provocative film well worth 


sceing, doserving of the acco¬ 
lades reaped upon iL For one 
never ha ving seen ihe re al Lenny 
Bruce perform (except fcir a few 
film clips), Duslin Hoffman turns 
in a top churacter uctor perform¬ 
ance as the sometimes inadcap 
and joyfub sometimes hazed Eind 
harassed, Lenny. Valarie Pcrrine 
is perfect as Honey, Lenny’s 
ex-stripper, fellow junkie, wjfè. 

Credit Director Bob Fosse, 
too. with brilliantly controlling 
the flow of his movie on many 
levels. As Hrmcy, Lrnny's mother 
and his former agent rap Lo an 
unseen "reporter*' ahont their 
relatkmshïpswith Lenny and their 
understandJngs of his motiva- 
lions. the different daily experi- 
ences of Lenny Brtice*s personal 
life are interspersed with rclated 
sometimes very funny, ïiightdub 
bits. 

As a sockd phenomeno, the rise 
ond fnll of Lenny Bruce predates, 
indeed, aSmosl prcdicts, many of 
the White youth movements of 
the tumultuoii3 decade of the 
ï96Us — the F ree Speech M o ve¬ 
men t, the Hturlent-radical move- 
ment, the I ippie movement. In 
fact, a good argument enn be 
made with Lenny Bruce as the 
link beiwccn the I950s beatnik 
period with those later inove- 
menls which followed. 

Il would be too much, however, 
to credit Lenny Bruce with a 
conseïous contribution to those

politica I struggles. Rat her. Lenny 
comes across with unmistakable 
naUily alMiut the strengths and 
determinalion of the powers 
w^hich eventnajly destroyed him. 
The tragedy of his personal strug- 
glo, nf his down fnll, was cerlainly 
based on his underostimatiori of 
ihcir sirength, anti his impotence 
in nttcn\pting hvercnme thf-ir 
talentated moves to destroy him» 

Basically, Lenny Bruce was & 
nighi club comic t spo rt mg o sex 
joke humor from his day$ of 
MCing burlcsquo shows* who 
lived in a period of time of 
huddïng social consci ons ness and 
dissaiisfactions, He was not a 
politician or a puüiical leader^ he 
was simply a young White eomÜc 
caughl up in the conlradictions of 
a rapidly changing society. He 
honestly and with integrity ré- 
flected thnse con trad iet i<ms* 
brought them to lighl for the most 
critica! examination of alt. humor, 
and was finally overwholmed by 
them. 

Alter y brief fling in the sun os 
ü coffeehouse celebrity on college 
campuses, arm cd with n salty 
longue and cnough social content 
to gallier a reputotion and a 
folLowing. the harassmenl uf 
Lenny Bruce was sleppod up. 

A fluctuirtmg personal rela- 
tionslup with liis wjfe and a 
addiclion to bemin did nothing 10 
aki Lenny through his soa of 
tniub les, Throughout these seenes 
Lenny, the movi^. excels.
